Tho commercial office of Arbnckle Prns. is away down town. In Xew 


York, but the bond of the house is rarely to be found there. It is a compara- 
tively simple matter, in his opinion, to ]<mk after !he sellinir of the Arl-uokle 
goods. Their proper preparation, in wliinb he knows he is an expert, is FOmcthli;£ 
of much greater Importance, and he therefore spends most of his time nt Iho 
milis in Brooklyn.

and more than once, it is said, when lh» storm has been severe, hi- has had" his 
coachman like the moro delicate i,f the women, livim; some distance away 
from the mdK to their homes, himself romalnm? nt his office whi^e enough 
trips were mnde to carry all who ou::ht not to he exposed to tho weather. He 
rarely crets anrrry and still more rarely loses pelf control.

In spite of the somewhat hypocv.-aJriacal fusslness Just alluded to John 


Arbuckle la really n stronE man, whose strength Is only rendered the more ap- 
parent by his little weakness. Next to excessive care for his health his chief 
foible Is a personal devotion to routine and detail t h a t ' I s really amazing. 
Here Is a story which they tell in the precincts of the WE Brooklyn coffee mills 
to illustrate this: 


Last fall It was found necessary to set up a small pumping engine on one of 


the Arbuckle docks. A structure of corrugated Iron was put up lo protect the 
engine from the weather. This little house cost no more than ?><K> at the ollt- 
Klde. yet so anxious was Mr. Arbuckle t h n t I he work Ihereon should be done 
well that he Rot down to the mill before 7 u. m. every day till it was complet- 
ed that he might personally Inspect It. and one morning, In spite of his 250 
pounds, he laboriously climbed a slender ladder to the roof to see for himself 
that the slates were being properly laid. 


Mr. Arbuckle understands as well as anybody else that such close personal 


attention to petty matters Is hardly profitable to him or the firm and has 
more than once told his associates that he must learn to shift the burden of 
detail to other shoulders. Yet. in spite of all his efforts lo do this, he con- 
tinues lo keep the run of everything, and it Is still his custom, as tt was a 
score of years ago, to Insjiect personally every nook and cranny of all the milll 
and shops once a week. 


The commercial office of Arburklo Tiros. Is away down town. In New 


York, but the head of the house la rarely to be found there. It Is a compara- 
tive^' simple matter. In his opinion, to look after the selling nf the Arburkle 
goods. Their proper preparation.In which he knows he is an expert Is something 
of much greater Importance, ami he therefore spends most of his lime at the 
mills in Brooklyn. U Is to Ihi.s circumstance, no doubt, that the Arbuckle res- 
lauran!, for which all the upper grade employees are duly t h n n l r f u l , was es- 
tablished some years ago. 


Mr. Arbuckle is decidedly popular with his employees. 
To those of Ihe 


higher grade he pays extraordinarily good salaries. At the end of each year, 
if the work performed has pleased him, he allows each a bonus, sometimes ni 
large as 1500'or even 51,000. Ills unrleremployees-thoso who put up coffee, etc. 
-of wh,ch there are several hundred, are not specially well paid, but neither 
are they Bronnd down, and he is prone to look out for the welfare or In.iivld- 
imls, though careful not to show favoritism. 
When the weather Is bad. he 


drives to his mill In the mornlns and has. the carriage come for him at night, 
anil more than once, it is said, when tho storm has been severe, he has hart his 
coachman take the more delicate of the women, living some distance away 
from the mills, lo their homes, himself remaining at his office while enough 
trips were made to carry all who ou~ht not lo he'exposed lo the weather. He 
rarely sets ansry ami still more rarely loses "elf control

Arbuckle is really a strong man,'whose strength is nnly rendered the more ap- 
parent by his little weakness. 
Next (o excessive care for his health his chief 


foible Is a personal devotion to routine and detail thu: is really amazing. 
Here 13 a story which they tell In the precincts of the'big Brooklyn coffee mills 
to Illustrate this: 


Last fall It was found necessary to «et up a small pumping engine on one o( 


the Arbuckle docks. A structure of corrugated Iron was put up to protect the 
engine from the weather. This little house cost no more than S200 at the out- 
side, yet so anxious was Mr. Arbuckle that the work thereon should be done 
well that he cot down to the mill before 7 a. in. every day till It was complet- 
ed that he might perponally Inspect It, and one morning. In spile of his 250 
pounds, he laboriously climbed ,-. slender ladder to the roof to sec for himself 
that the slates were being properly laid. 


Mr. Arbuckle understands as well as anybody else that such close personal 


attention to petty malteis is hardly profitable to him or the firm end has 
more thar. once told his associated that he must learn to nblft the burden of 
detail to other shoulders. 
Yet. in spite of all his efforts to do this, he con- 


tinues to keep the run of everything, and it Is still his custom, as it was a 
score of years ago, to Inspect personally every nook and cranny of all the mills 
and shops once a u-eek. 


The commercial office of Arhurkle Mrns. Is away down town, In Xew 


York, but the bead of the house Is rarely to be found there. It 13 a compara- 
tively simple .matter, In his opinion, to look aflcr the spiling of (he Arbuckle 
goods. Their proper preparation, in which he knows he is an expert. Is something 
of much greater Importance, and he therefore spends most of his time at the 
mills in Brooklyn. II Is to this circumstance, no doubt, that the Arbuckle res- 
taurani, for which all the upper grade employees are duly thankful, was es- 
tablished some years ago.

When the weather la bad 
he 


drives to his mill In the morning and has the carriage come for him at night, 
and more than once, it Is said, when the storm has been severe, he has had his 
coachman take the more delicate of the women, living some dlslance away 
from the mills, to their homes, himself remaining at his office while enough 
trips were made to carry all who ought not to be exposed to the weather.
